of Flanders, Commanded by Van-Tromp 1n chief , 
and under him the two Everſons, de Wit, and NS 
Ruytier , all ſtout, expert and able Sea-men. Pen i 
was Vice-Admiral of our Fleet, and Lawſon. Rear- | 
Admiral. The Dutch had One hundred and four 

Men of War, Twelve Galliots, and Nine Fire- 
Ships : the Engliſh had One hundred Ships of all 
forts: Monk and Dean were in one Ship ; the 
Fight begun about Eleven of the Clock at Noon, 
and the firſt Broad-fide from the: Enemy, carried 
away General - Dean, being ſhot 1n rwo by a Can- 
non Bullet, cloſe by Monks fide, who: flinging a 
Cloak over: his body-, |bid- the Soldiers- to, mind. 
their buſineſs, and a” 17-0 apply'd himſelf ; 
yas 4 3 to  £ 
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to the Batrel, continued with” much fury on both 
fides, as long as they had light. The next morn- 
ing MonÞ finding himſelf near the Dutch, they 
again furiouſly engaged: each ' other 3; and Monh 

ſo: hard upon them, that he ſunk fix of 
their beſt Ships, and two others were blown up,. 
and eleven Ships taken, and. One thouſand three 
hundred and fifry Priſoners; and had not the 


. Dutch got upon the Flars near Calazs and Dun- 


kink, where our great Ships could not come at 
em, moſt of their Fleet had been ruimed or 
taken. The Engliſh had not one Ship loſt or 
diſabled ; and excepring General Dean, but one 
Captain loſt, and about One hundred and fifty 
Men, and few hurt. General Blake came not 1n 
till rowards the end of the Fight, with Eighteen 
freſh Ships. This was the fixth Engagement with 
the Dutch 1n this War. . 

The Engliſh Fleet ride before the Tzxel and the 
Uly, and now let the Durch ſee they were Con- 
querors ; which ſo humbled them, that rhey ſent 


away a Veſlel with a white Flag for England, 


with a Meſſenger to prepare way for two Am- 
baſladors to Treat of Peace ; however that they 
might make it on eafier terms, they prepare with 
all ſpeed they can ro recruit their Fleet, and on 
che Twenty-ninth of Fuly following, in the morn- 
Ing, the Engliſh diſcry them again with One hun- 
dred and twenty five Sait of Ships, divided into 
four Squadrons, under Tromp, Everſon, Ruyter and 
Wit Wittens. The Engliſh Fleet confiſted of One hun- 
dred and fix Ships, under the Command of Monk in 
chief, for. Blabe was fick, Pen Vice-Admiral, and 
Lawſon Rear-Admiral : the Battel began by frx 1n 
the morning, and continued till night parted 
them, and the next morning again borh fell .to 
It, with thar bloody fury, that they. made the 
moſt cruel Fight that- ever was : Orders being 
glyen neither to give nor take quarter. ZEverſon's | 
2 f hk) 
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Ship was ſunk, atid. he, zken ,- and the famous 
Van Tromp ſhot , with./- Musket- bullet and: ſhin 
on the poop of his -SFup#whereby his men were 
fo daunted', that hoxfting our all the. Sail th 
could, they made away to the Texel. The Engli 
bought this Victory dear , having loſt Four hun- 
dred Men and- Eight Captains , and Seven hundred 
wounded , with Five*Commanders , yet loſt bur 
one Ship. - On the Dutch ſide was loſt , beſides 
their Admiral Tromp, Thirty-three Ships or more , 
out of which the Engliſh ſaved ſwiming in the 
Sea, Twelve hundred Men and Five Captains, 
Monk returning victorious with their Priſoners' to 
Colebay ; where he ſtayed not long, e're he re- 
turned to ply upon the Dutch Coaſts, aud to &di- 
ſturb their Trade, and to let them fee the Eng- 
liſh were their Conquerors. This was the ſeventh 
and laſt Engagement in this War. For now the 


j Dutch having enough of it, made a Peace with 


Cromwell , which he might have had almoſt upon 
any terms, had he not been ſo greedy of ſetting 
himſelf up- in the Throne, beginning alſo to grow 
jealous of the great A&ons of General Monk , 
ogg he had a deſire to ſend further from 
Im. 

But before this laſt Fight, the Parliament called 
by Cromwell, under his Hand and Seal, directed 
to each man, ſuch as he' picked our, godly mery 
as he called them, fir for his turn, about One 
hundred and forty-two of them in all, afſemblee 
at White-Hall on the Fourth of Fuly, *where they 
choſe one Mr. Rous, a Cormſh man, Speaker , one 
that had been by the late Par/:zament made Pro- 


voſt of Eaton. Cromwell in a ſet Speech declares 
to them the occaſion of their Meeting, with - his 
old way of Canting full of Scripture. To theſe 
men a company of obſcure fellows, moſt of them 
great Phanaticks, the Conncil' of State furrender 
up their Power, that they nught afterwards give 

ir 
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it to Cromwell, Theſe Adjourn them#lves to 
Weſtminſter , where they fit and call themſelves 
the ſupreme Authority of the Nation, and begin 
to form Committies for the diſpatch of Buſineſs, 
But this Parltament called Barebones Par1ament 
from a Leatherſcller a Member thereof, arfd con- 
fiſting as I have ſaid of ſuch obſcure Perſons , 
that moſt of them were hardly known 1n the 
Counties where they were born, began to make 
ſuch ridiculous Acts, and fo difpleaſing to the 
people, that fome thought Cromwell had called ro- 
gether this little Parliament to bring Parliaments 
into contempt, the better to devolve the Ruling 
Power on himſelf as a Monarch. One of their 
Ads was, that none ſhould be married without a 
Tuſtice of Peace , and the Banes asked in the 
Market-place three ſeveral Market-dajes. Thus 
the Prieſthood was invaded, and placed in the 
Crvil Magiſtrate. Then they rook off the Penal 
. Law of the Engagement, to acknowledge the late 
Rump , whereby 1t was ordered, that no man 
ſhould be admitted to ſue 1n Law, in any Court, 
that had not taken it. They voted againſt 
Tythes and the Univerſities as Antichriſtian. They 
alſo were going in hand with cancelling the 
Law, and all Law Books, and ſo make a new 
Code more befitting their own turns, and for the 
eſtabliſhing of the Saints, as they called them- 
ſelves. They were alſo upon making an AR, that 
one Parliament ſhould upon their diſſolving, have 
power to call another, and ſo tro make Parlia- 
ments perpetual. This was not to be endured 
by the Olzverzan Party, who expeted now to 
ſolace themſelves under the ſhadow of his great- 
neſs. And on the twelfth of December this Party 
in the Houſe with the Speaker, made a Motion 
for their diflolution, declaring that their fitting 
any longer would not be for the good of the Na- 
tion, Many of the Committee Blades hardly warm in 


their 
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their ſeats were ſtartled at it, theſe began tO 
ſtand up , ſtifly pleading for the Cauſe of God, 
as they called 1t, and ſhewing they could nor 
leave the Commonwealth and the People of God 
committed to their charge ſo ſoon, which would 
leave them to utrer ruine : and Harifon and Squib 
a great Sequeſtrator, were very zealous in defence 
of their own Authority. But Olzver's Party, be- 
ing the .greater , aroſe, and with their Speaker 
' Rous left the Houſe, and the Fifth-monarchy 
Saints ſitting in it, who having ſought God, re 
ſolved to continue fitting. Rozs in the mean time: 
' with the Mace before him, and his Followers , 
g0 to Whitehall , and there reſign to Olzver the 
Inſtrument of Power he had given them, that 
made them a Parliament, with notice how they 
had left their fellows fitting. Oliver returns them 
his thanks, and kindly recerves their Preſent, and 
preſently diſpatches a Confident of his, Colonel 
White, with a Guard of Red-coates, to turn the 
fag end or Rump of this little Parliament out -of 
the. Houſe; who entring the Houſe commanded 
them in the name of the General to depart, de- 
claring them to be diſſolved ; but they told him 
they were upon earneft buſineſs, and therefore - 
defired that he would not diſturb them; for they 
were ſeeking God : to which he replied piſh, 5s 
that all? "tis to no purpoſe, for God has not beem- . 
within theſe walls this twelve years, and fo fairly 
compelled them to go out of the Houſe, and to- 
ſeek God ſomewhere elle. 

About four days after, the Officers of the Ar- 
my, had prepared an Inftrument of Government; 
on which foundation they ere&ed their new Do- 
minion 1n a ſingle Perſon, entreating therr Gene- 
ral 'to accept of the Government, under the Ti- 
tle of Protector of the Commonwealth of England, 
Scotland and Ireland; and thus a Rotation 15 
made from a Republick, to a ſingle Perfon ; and: 
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Arbitrary Tyranftiy, not the Monarchy 1s reſtored, 
and inſtead of the many Tyrants, one as bound- 
leſs is conſtituted by a Military Power. Good 
man, with his uſual diſſimulation and Hypocrifie he 
refuſed it, with much ſeeming modeſty , what he 
ſo long had fought and ambitioned , but being 
preſſed, and by being 'made fenfible of the great ne- , 
cry of it, for the upholding the Nation, he 
at laſt accepts it, and 1s inſtalled with great pomp 
xn Weſtminſter Hall, attended by the Lords Com- 
miſſioners of the great Seal, all the Judges, in 
their Robes, the Serjeants and learned Counſellors 
at Law, the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Recorder 
of London, in their Scarlets, .and all the chief Of- 
ficers of the Army : Being ſeated m a great Chair 
of State, and the Inſtrument read unto him, this 
Oath was adminiſtred. ' 7 promife- in the preſence of 
God, not to violate or infringe the Matters and things 
contained in the Inſtrument, but to objerve and cauſe 
the ſame to be obſerved; and in all things, to the 
beſt of my underſtanding, govern the Nation according 
to the Laws, Statutes, and Cuſtomes thereof ; 3 
ro ſeek their peace, and to cauſe Fuſtice and Law t1 
be equally adminiſtred. But how well he kept this 
Oath you may perceive by the ſequell of his Reign, 
Having taken this Oath , putting on his Hat, the 
Commiſſioners ſurrender into his Hatid the great 
Seal, and the Lord Mayor the City Sword, an1 
Cap of maintenance, which he reſpeRively returned 
to them again, and then returned in the ſame pomp 
ro Whitehall. The chief Heads of this Initrament 
(as they called 1t) of Government were, Firſt, That 
a Parhament ſhould be called every three years. 
Second , That the firſt ſhould afſemble the third 
of September, 1654. Third, Thar no Parliament 
ſhould be diffulved till they . had fate five Months. 
Fourth, That ſuch BiJls as ſhould be offered to 
the -Proteor by the Parliament,” 1f he afſented not 
in twenty dayes ſhould be Laws without him, 

Fifch, 
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Fifth, That his Counci! ſhould not exceed the 
number of twenty one, nor be leſs than thirteen, 
Sixth , That immediately after the death of the 
preſent and ſucceeding ProteFors, the Council ſhall 
chooſe another ProteFor, before they riſe. Seventh, 
That no ProteFor after the preſent ſhould be Ge» 
neral of the Army. Eighth, That -the Prote&or 
ſhould have power to make War or Peare. 
This they denyed to the King. Ninth, That in 
the Intervals of Parliaments, the Prote#or and his 
Council may make ſome Laws, that ſhould be 
'| binding to the Subjet. Here 15 a prerogative 
granted beyond any of the Kings of England. 
Tenth, That in the Parliament ſhould be four 
hundred Engliſh, thirty- Scotch, and thirty Iriſh. 
The ſummons for the Parliament to paſs under 
| the Great Seal to the Sheriffs of the Counntes, 
and Ele&ions to be made more <qually than for- 
merly. If the Protefor deny to 1flue out Writs 
ar the time appointed , then the Commiſſioners 
of the Great Seal to doe it without him , under 
the pain of High Treaſon. No Royaliſt, Inth Re- 
bel, or Papiſt to be elected, and 1f they were , 
they were to forfeit two years Revenue, and 
three parts of their Goods. None to be elefted 
bur ſuch as feared God : and none were capable 
to ele& that were not worth two hundred pound. 
A Revenue to be raiſed for the conſtant mainte- 
nance of ten thouſsnd Horſe and fifteen thouſand 
Foot, and the Navy not to be leflened. All for- 
| feited Lands unſold to belong to the Protedor. 
| All Places of Truſt to be in his diſpoſal. All 
Laws in favour of Epiſcopacy and Popery to be 
abrogated, and beſides them, a tolleration to be 
granted. And preſently upon this he puts forth 
a Proclamation , declaring the diflolution of the 
Parliament, and his being made Lord Prote&or of 
the three Nations, commanding and ſtriftly char- 
ging all Perſons of what quality or condition foe» 
vcr,. 
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and ſubmit themſelves to the Government ſo eſta- 


yer, and to take notice thereof, and tg conform | 


bliſhed : And that all Sheriffs, Mayors, Baylifts, &yc. | 


are required to publiſh this Proclamation, to the 
end none may have cauſe to pretend 1gnorance 
in this behalf. Now he begins to ſhew his Au- 
thority. The Presbyterians were rather tollerated 
than” countenanced ; yet ſome few of them that 
would comply and fawne on his Greatneſs, he 
ſhew'd ſome favour to, though he boaſted he had 
brought under the Pride and Arrogancy of that 
Se& : The Independents and Anabaptijts were more 
in his favour, being then of moſt command 1n 
the Army, and moſt ready to ſupport his Ulſur- 
tion : yet the Fifth-monarchy Men , who had 
Ipt to rajſe him, he could not endure , and 
therefore he impriſoned Feak and Rogers 1n 
Windſor Caſtle, where he kepr them for a long 
| while : Then he ſet Feak's Party, and Krffins the 
f.,- Anabaptiſt, one in his favour, together Ey the 
ears, and raiſed equal diviſions berween the Preſ- 
byterians and the Independents, as a ballance, the 
better to ſecure himſelf. Theſe Tryumphs of 0/:- 
wer fo diſpuſted Hariſon that he turn*d Preacher, 
or Rajler, openly againſt him and his Govern- 
ment : All the old Commonwealths Men were dit- 
countenanced , as Vain, Haxeliis, Bradſhaw, Scot 
and others, ſo that he was at this-time to 
ftrengchen himſelf with the Se&aries whom he 
courted. His firſt Counci} were Colonel Mounta- 
gue , Lambert, Viſcount Lifle, Desbzyrow made 
one of the Generals at Sca, Sir Gitbert Pickering, 
Sir Anthony Aſhly Cooper, Sir Ch, Weolsley, Major 
General Shippon, Strickland, Sydenham, Philip Fones, 
Rous the late Speaxer , Colonel Lawrence, and 
Rich. Major. | 
The firſt thing this Prote&or did, was that he 
elapt up a ſudden and diſhonourable Peace with 
the Dutch, who were brought fq low, that it was 
; thought, 
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thought, they could never have been able to have 
ſer outKanother Fleet, though they had made Op- 
dam Admiral in- the place of Van Trump : and 
therefore they ſend over Newport , Toungſtal , Be- 
wvering , and Vander Perre, Ambaſſadors to his 
Highneſs, with whom he made peace, they own- 
ing the Right that the Engliſh had of the 'So- 
vereignty of theſe Seas , and C—_—— It by 
ſtriking their Flag, the reſtitution of the Engliſh 
Ships taken by the Danes, and ſome compenſation 
for the charges of the War. Thus he proſpers, 
Spain, Ptugal and France courting him by their 
Ambaſſadors. His Son Henry he ſends into Jre- 
land with Fleetwood Lieutenant, and ſome time 
after. made him Lieutenant of that Kingdom, 
where he lived in great ſplendor. Lieutenant 
General Monh he ſends into Scotland, to pre- 
ſerve that Nation in obedience. Whitlock he ſends 
Ambaſſador to Sweden , who concluded a League 
with that Queen. Then Maynard , Twiſden, Nudi- 
gate and Windham, were made Serjeants. A private 
Article alſo in the Dutch Peace was, that the Prince 
of Orange ſhould never be reſtored to his Dignities, 

Offices and Charge, his Anceſtors had enjoy'd, 
On the eighth of February being Aſhweadneſday, 
of all dayes of the year, the Proteefor 1s feaſted 
1n great ſtate by the Lord Mayor, at Grocers Hall, 
the Streets being railed from Temple Bar thither, 
the Liveries , and Gownmen, and ſeveral Compa- 
nies, ſtanding waiting on him. Alderman V7ner 
being Lord Mayor , who bore the Sword bare- 
headed before "al At his return about Saint 
Clements Church, a Brickbat was flung at him, 
which- light upon his Coach , but did no hurr, 
except affrighting him. Search was made after 

him who. did: 1t, but he could not be found. 
And now, as uſually Tyrants doe, he began to 
entertain fears and jealouftes of all perſons, <ſpe- 
clally the Royal Party, and therefore to afiright 
mmm, 
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them , and ſecure himfelf, he will cergent his 
Throne with their blood : And by cunning tre- 
anning Agents, he had formed a Plot againſt 
bis Life, and ſeveral perſons were laid hold on, 
and accuſed «for a deſign of murthering him. 
This was one of the Machivzlean Policies of him, 
and his Secretary Thurlo, by whoſe means he 
drew in ſeveral. Gentlemen, as if they were to 
have aflaſſinared him , though no ſuch thing was 
really intended, they diſavowing 1t at their deaths, 
One of which was Colonel Fohn Gerard, brother to 
Sir Gilbert Gerard who was alſo impriſoned 1n the 
Tower about it, and his Brother Mr. Charles Ge- 
rard a very young man, one Mr. Vowel a Schoo]- 
maſter, and one Fox. Theſe men being taken and 
examined about it, much adoe was made, and ſome 
were ſuborned to ſwear againſt them, but Cromwell 
contrary to the Oath in his Inftrament, durſt not try 
them by a legal way, but ſer up the Arbitrary Court 
of Juſtice, which the Funto had been condemned for ; 
of this Court Lifle was made preſident, a man fit for 
the work, for die ſome of them muſt, our of a po- 
litick Terror. Mr. Charles Gerard upon promiſe of 
life confeſſes the fat, our of fear, and accuſes his 
Brother, and Fox doth the like, who are both par- 
doned, but Colpn. John Gerard and Mr. Vowel were 
condemned ; and a btind man brought in evidence 
againſt Mr. Vowel, being only words caſually in diſ- 
courſe, concerning the coming in of the King, which 
they had (ſo aggravated and perverted, that at the try- 
al, upon their recital, the blind man utterly denied 
them to _be his, which gave a great trouble to the 
Court, till at laſt ( though the innocency of the Pri- 
ſoner appeared, and the juggle amongſt them ) Lzſle 
rold them, that the blind man had been tamper'd 
with, and that though he now denied his evidence, yet 
his former examinations ſhould ſtand, and fo accor- 
ding to this moſt excellent Arbitrary -Law, againſt 
the mind of the Witneſs, the Court proceeded to 
(cntence, 
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ſentence, and Yowel was condemned 4nd hanged ar 
Chairing-Croſs, much pitied and lamented ; and a 
Ladder not being able to be procured, they were for- 
ced to mount him on a Fora , and hang him 
after that faſhion, where he dyed with much innocen- 
cy and reſolution on the 10th of Fuly 1654. And on 
the ſame day Col. Gerard was beheaded on Tower-hill, 
preſently after Emanuel Say the Portugal Ambaſſadors 
brother, pur to death for killing one 1n a fray in the 
XNew-Exchange, this Col. Gerard being the chief man 
that oppoſed the ſaid Amhbaſladors brother at that 
time , with the hazard of. his life, yet both came to 
ſuffer in one day, upon one Scaffold, for different 
Crimes; For this Colonel ſuffered onely for the 
Crime of Loyalty, and was facrifiſed to 0lzver's Fear 
and Policy. He dyed with great bravery, courage 
and undauntednefs. oe 
This was Cromwell firſt bloudy remarke, and like 
an Uſurper ; who muſt maintain his illegal greatneſs, 
by illegal Arts. But dominion founded 1n innocent 
bloud , cannot long ſtand , before the Avenger for 
bloud viſits it in his wrathfull ſuſtice. Abour this 
time he rakes care, there ſhall be a faithfull miniſtry, 
to his intereſt he means, therefore he ſets up a Com- 
pany of Tryers, the chief of which were Nye, Good- 
win, Hugh Peters, Manton, and others named as Com- 
miſſioners. Theſe make a, Reformation among the 
Miniſtry , for humane Learning was rather a Crime 
than an help to any, for the queſtion was, had they 
Grace in their hearts ? Many good Livings were dil- 
burthened of their Paſtours, and others of more 
Grace, and leſs Knowledge put in. IT heard of one 
who had been Hebrew and - Chaldee Reader, 1h Ox- 
ford, and knowing in all the Eaſtern Tongues, -put our 
of a good living for inſufficiency : He had it ſeems 
not Grace equal to his Learning, or his Living had 
more. Grace than he. Burt ſuch. as agreed with 
Nol's Principles, and were ready to maintain his 


Government, to be jure divino, were put into the {| 
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beſt Livings throughout England, and the favourers 


of the Church of England, though they had confor- 


med, every where thruſt forth. 


In Ireland all was ſubdued , and he ſent Coop 


over as a Judg, who with a kind of Itinerant Courr 
of Juſtice, hung up many of the Triſh Rebels at 
Dublin, Waterford, Kilkenny and in Uſfter , and thoſe 
that eſcaped of the Tr;/þ were confined to the Pro- 
vince of Conaught, and the reſt bamſhed. But in 
Scotland at the mediation of Argile, whom he had 
tyed to his Intereſt, and by whoſe power he held a 
great part of the Highlands 1n ſubje&tion, the Presby- 
terians were allowed their Religion, and had their 
own KzrÞþ Government, and the power of Excommu- 
nication, but the rigor of 1t was taken off, for ſuch 
as were excommunicated, were not onely forbid the 
Communion, but they had all their Eſtates confiſca- 
ted to the Church, which was not allowed them, nor 
the meeting of their general Aſſembly. 

Cromwell was jealous of Eambert, and of the Love 
he had among the SeFarzes of the Army; ſo that as yet 
he was forced to careſs him, and to delude him with 
vain hopes of ſucceeding him in the ProteForate, and 
therefore made him Commander in chief,of the Army, 
next himſelf,with the allowance of 10 /.a day. Abroad 
he confederates with moſt of the Potentates, and up- 
on his making a Peace with France, the King 1s obli- 
ged to leave that Court, where he had been neer twa 
years, and had done many good offices for that King, 
with his neighbour Princes ; but Intereſt (ways more 
than Gratitude. He retires into Germany, where all 
his defigns, and private Councils in his Cabinet, were 
betray'd to. Cromwell by one Manning, who was Clerk 
to his Secretary, bribed'by the Ufurper , who had a 
knack that way, of expending vaſt ſumms for intelli- 
gence, and by this means, many of the Rejaris de- 
figns in England came to be diſcovered , and many 
brought 1nto trouble about 1t, but at laſt the Tray- 
tour was deteRed, and ſhot to death fof his perfid1- 
| | ouſneſs, 
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ouſneſs. About this time he ſends over 6 Counſel” 
lors for Ireland, Steel who was made Lord Chancel- 
lour there, and Pepys Lord Chief Fuſtice there, Miles 
Corbet, Robert Hamond, Matthew Tomlinſon and Ro- 
bert Goodwin. About June this year, Cromwell ſeeing 
he was able to rule 3 Kingdoms, believed he was as 
well able to govern 6 Horſes, ſent him by the Count 
of Oldenbarg , and in a frollick being in Hide Park, - 
leaving his Engine Thurlo alone 1n the Coach, he gets 
into the Box, and would needs play the Coach-man, 
but the Horſes feeling the laſh, and not ſo well yoaked 
as his Engliſh Slaves, ran away with Coach , Coach- 
man, and Thurlo, and at laſt diſmounted him from 
his Box ( an 1ll omen of his fall ) and had like to 
have broke his Neck. 

And now according to the Inftrumeit, on the 3d of 
September, the Parliament was to meet, and great 
care was taken by Oliver, that none of the Cava/zers 
ſhould be choſen : Writs were iflued out in his name, 
and Ele&tions made as heretofore, onely the Burrows 
ſent but one Burgeſs, and there were 6. or 75 Knights 
for ſome Shires, all of them under ſure qualifications : 
Scotland and Treland alſo, according to the Inſtrument, 
ſent their number , moſt being Eng/ih Commanders, 
The day came, they meet, and in Weſtminſter Abby 
Marſhall gave them a Sermon : The next day, the 
Prote&or went to them in great ſtate in his Coach, 
attended by Cleypool, Maſter of his Horſe, mag, 7-6 
Captain of his Guards, barecheaded on both 1tdes, 
and at his entrance, Lambert carried the Sword, and 
Whitlock the Purſe, and in the painted Chamber he 
made to them a Speech after his old method, with 
God in his mouth- He told them this was an healing 
day, for before there was neither Nobleman, Gentleman, 
mr Teoman known by any diſtinfion, nor was there any 
bore rule or authority , but the Magiſtracy, and Chriſt's 
Ordinances were had in contempt 3 that the fifth Monar-' 
chy was highly cry d up, by ſuch perſons as had a mind 
to aſſume the government to themſehves. Then 1n = 
CXRtOts 
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extolling way, he ſhewed what great things he had 
done during his Government, and then he told them 
they were upon the edge of Canaan, and that he ſpoke not 
a their Lord, but Fellow-ſervant ; And ſo diſmiſt them 
to chooſe their Speaker, which they did, without pre- 
ſenring to him his name. Their Speaker was Lentbal, 
the Speaker to the old Long Parliament. This Par- 
liament began to be very brisk upon the Government, 
and fell upon the Inſtrument, on which they made ſo 
bad muſfick, queſtioning 0/zver's power, that he could 
not indure ir, and immediately ſent them a Recognz- 
tin, for every Member to take, before my fat, 
whereby they were not to meddle. with the 
Government, as it was ſettled in a fingle perſon, 
and the Parliament, nor. with the militia, nor with 
perpetuating Parliaments, nor taking away Liberty 
of Conſcience. He told them alſo, that a Free Par- 
hament was but a term of Reciprocation, for that 
power which made mim Prote#or, made them a Pars 
liament, and therefore he was ſorry, they went about 
to deſtroy the Settlement, and was forced to ſend 
them a Recognition , for every Member to ſign and 
| ſeal, to prevent it. This ſtartled moſt of them, eſpe- 
cially the Commonwealths men, who all flew off, and 
of 400 ſcarce 200 appeared, though ar leſt ſeveral 
came dropping in, and made up 300, bur they fell 
again upon the fame diſputes , notwithſtanding the 
Recognition. A little before their {itting down, Olzver 
ubliſhes ſeveral Ordinances of his own, which bear- 
Ing date before, paſt as Authentick Laws and Ordi- 
nances by the Inſtrument ; one was for the payment of 
monies mto the Treaſury, raiſed for the propagation 
of the Goſpel in Wales. Another for the turning forth 
of Scandalous Mimſters, that 1s, ſuch as had uſed the 
Common Prayer, and had good Livings : Another for 
making Souldiers free of Corporations; Another for 
ſurveying the.King's Lands, and for doubling upon 
Deans and Chapters. This was to let the Parltament 
tee, that he took the Ads made by himſelf, by power 
of 
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of his Inſtrument , as gobd and authentick as theirs. 
Mark here, whether the moſt arbitrary of our Kings, 
ever aſſumed ſuch a power, and yer theſe are days of 
freedom and ltberty. | 

Lambert was very buſfie ini this Convention, endea- 
youring tooth and nail to have the Inſtrument confir- 
med by them, for that the” Prote&orſhip being made 
ele&tive, he himſelf ſtood- moſt fair to be the next 
Candidate, but finding they would not drive, but be- 
an to be as unruly, as Cromwel['s German Horſes, that 
ok him out of the Coach-box, he threatned them, 
that he. would call 4 or $ Parliaments one after ano- 
ther, but it ſhould be done, following 0lzver's mena- 
cing ſteps to the Zunto, There were ſome Common- 
wealth Officers in the Army, that had deſigned to 
have ſeiſed on Lambert, but Col. Pride betray'd them, 
who was privy to the bufineſs ; and Cromwell ſeeing 
he could doe no good with his Parliament, affoors as 
ever the 5 months were out, diſſolves them ; and then 
he takes from theſe, who had conſpired againſt Lam- 
bert, their Commiſſions, and ſeiſes on ſeveral others 
Commonwealths men, and Royaliſts, among whom 
was Major W:ildman, who was drawing up a Declara- 
tion, to ſhew the lawfulneſs of taking up Arms againſt 
Cromwell: and of the Royaliſt s there were Sir Fohn Pace 
hington, Sir John Littleton and others, which he 1m- 
priſoned for a new Conſpiracy ( as he faid ) againſt 
his Life : athd Sir Tho. Harris was taken having a de- 
ſign of ſurpriſing of Shrewsbury. Penruddo þ and Grove 
at Salisbury, and in ſeveral other places, as at Hexam 
Moor, in Northumberland, and in Torkshire , where. 
Sir Henry Slingsby was taken, all their defigns being 
beforehand betray'd to Oliver : and many Priſons in 
the Weſt were filled with the common ſort of people, 
from which, and from the Tower, and other places, 
many of them were ſent away to Foreign Plantations; - 
and fold for Slaves, and many forceably carried away 
in Pen's Expedition, to be knockrt on the Mead by the 
Myrs. Thus he endeayoured to ſecure himſelf, by a 
bloudy 
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bloudy and arbitrary way of proceeding, as all Ty- 
rants are forced to doe. 

Having thus ſuppreſt this Infurre&tion, which he 
knew of beforehand, and was prepared for , ſeveral 
of the chief that were taken, were brought to their 
trials, the chief of which were Mr. Penruddock, who 
was a Captain, and Mr. Grove another Captain, 16 
more were executed, of which 9 at Exceſter. 

Both Penruddock and Grove when taken, ſurrendred 
themſelves to Unton Crook , upon promiſe of having 
their lives, but what ſignifies ſuch Promiſes with ſuch 
Perſons, who never kept their Faith; theſe were brave 
and ative Loyaliſts, and therefore muſt not eſcape out 
of the bloudy Paws of the Uſurper. They were both 
condemned. at the Affizes at Exceſter, being indi&ed 
| for Treaſon againſt the Uſurper, and endeavouring 
the bringing in ( of their lawfull King ) Charles Ste- 
wart, and on the 16th of May 1655 were both be- 
headed in that City. Mr. Penruddoch at his execution 
ſpoke very boldly, and with much zeal againſt the 
in!quities of the Times ; and told them among other 
things, that Treaſon was in that Age become an Ind:- 
viauum Vagum, like the wind in the Goſpel, that blow- 
eth where 1t liſteth. And Treaſon was then what the 
Ruler pleaſed to make ſo, and lighted upon whom he 
would have it : And by this ( ſaid he) you may ſee, 
what a condition you are in, when you have no Law 
to prote& you, no Rule to walk by ; with many other 
bold Truths, which made them ſuppreſs hjs Speech 
and forbid 1t to be publiſhed , that they might con- 
cell as much as they could, theix, illegal and arbitra- 
ry Proceedings: For indeed offe of the Fury, that 
found him guilty , being demanded afterwards, for 
what reaſon they brought in their Verdi& guilty, a- 
gainſt Mr. Penruddoch and Grove , Anſwered ; That 
they had reſolved to hang them, before they ſaw them. 
A ptous Reſolution. His Judges were Liſle,Glin, Roles 
and N:chols who denyed to give him their advice in 
point of Law, becauſe they faid they were Parrties 3 


and 
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and if fo ( as indeed they were ) it was contrary to 
all Law, for a Judge being a parry to fit upon the 
Bench. Burt theſe were lawleſs Times. Some others 
ſuffered at Chard 1n Somerſetſhire, one beheaded ar 
Salisbury, and 3 hang'd, and thus this Infurre&on 
was quaſh'd. But not long after, he crowded the 
Tower with many Perſons of note Priſoners, upon 
ſuſpicion of having an hand in this Plot, or Treaſon 
as he called 1t, and among the reſt were the Earl of 
Lindſey, The Lords Willowby of Parham, Newport, Mays 
nard, Faulbland, Lucas, Petres, Sir Frederich Corn- 
wallis, Sir Feoffery Palmer , Sir Rich. Wingfield and 
others, too long to relate; but theſe were never 
brought to any tryal, but 1t was thought convenient 
= ſecure them, though nothifig- appeared againſt 
them. 

Cromwell now the Dominus fac totum , beholding 
himſelf mounted in the Throne of the Monarchy, 
makes Leagues, and War and Peace abroad as he plea- 
ſed, and as we have faid, having made an 1mpolitick 
Peace with France, loſing thereby the ballance he had 
| 1n his hand, and giving too much to that Growing 
Monarch, he defigns a very unjuſt War, without any 
provocation, againſt Sparn , having a thirſt after that 
King's Gold and Treaſure at St. Domngo, in the Weſt 
Indres : But this defign was kept very ſecret, and a 
great Fleet was equipped, to the wonder of his neigh- 
bours ; yer that he might not loſe his wonted exerciſe 
of Hypocriſie, he gives our, that 1t 15 for the propaga- 
tion of the Proteſtant Religion ; though beſides the 
1natiate hunger of Gold, he might have ſome polt- 
tick Reaſons to move him to this diſhoneſt breach , 
which might be, by this means, a getting rid of a 
great many of the troubleſome SeRaries in the Army, 
whom he found ſtill pecking againſt his power, and 
endeavouring to alienate the minds of the Soldiers 
from him : Burt now he ſhewed his Art in draming 
them for this expedition, whercby he might fit the 


quieter at home, Venables was made CLONE = 
chic 
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chief of the Land-forces, and Pen of the Sea, :being 
made General, and on the 27th of December ct ſail 
fromPortſmouth, with about 10000 Men, on the 28th 
of Fanuary following they =_ into Barbadoes, and on 
the 3oth of March failed for Hiſpaniola, where they 
Landed.their Men without oppoſition 3 but whether 
it were the imprudence and 11! management -of the 
Generals, 'or that God reſolved to blaſt fo diſhoneſt an 
attempt, I ſhall not determine; but Engliſhmen ne- 
ver received ſuch a foil, and by ſo few enemies, ſince 
.they wore the name; for having loſt near a thouſand 
Men, by an handful of Spanzards, Negro's and Molatto's, 
they were fain toretreat, and loſing all hopes of getting 
the Spaniſh Gold,moſt ſhamefully return vo their Ships; 
and, that they might be ſaid ro doe ſomething, they 
ſet upon Famaica, and take 1t, and which we have 
kept ever ſince. Venables after his return was frowned 
upon by 01:ver, and fora while ſent.to:the Tower, but 
afterwards was releaſed. The Hopes of this Gold had 
made Oliver King it very much, being ferved with 
much State and Ceremony. He had his Halberdeers 
4n garded grey Coats, over whom Strickland was Cap- 
tain : His Lord Chamberlain,who was Sir Gilbert Pich- 
ering. Two Maſters of Requeſts, Mr. Bacon and 
Mr. Sadler, and the Maſter of his Horſe, his Son Cley- 
pool, and all orher Officers of Honour both to his own 
Perſon and his Wives, who very fimcally a&ed the 
Princeſs, White-Hall and Hampton-Ccurt he had ſaved 
from ſale, for his own convenience. 

The baffle at St. Domingo, and the loſs of his hopes 
of his Gold; made him now proje& ſome other ways 
to fill his Cofers, to maintain his Greatnefs : his merry 
vil left him, and he began daily to grow more au- 
ſtere and tyrannical, being full of fears and jealouſics, 
as he had reaſon ; for he had not only the Royal party 
againſt him, whom he kept under with much cruelty, 
but the Commonwealths-men of his own party, and 

 . the. Fifth-Monarchy-men , countenanced by Hariſon, 
were highly diſpleaſed with him, and began to Os 
| pire 
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ſpire againſt him. He therefore lays Harifon and Rich 
afide, and not long afrer he Committed them, with 
Carew and Courtney into ſeveral remote Caſtles : Ower- 
ton was ſeized in Scotland, with Bramſtone, Helmes and 
other Officers who were caſhiered, fined, and good fe- 

. curity taken for their good behaviour : Overton was 
ſent to the Tower, and his Regiment given to Col. 
Morgan. Oheys Regiment alſo was taken from him, 
and given to another. Foyce had the confidence to 
upbraid his Highneſs to his face, but eſcaped unpu- 
niſhed, Cromwell ſaying he was a Mad-man. Abour 
' this time he began to intereſt humſelf for the Prote- 
ſtants abroad, and.to be their Proteffor. The Proteſtant 
SubjeRs of the Duke of £avoy, 1n the Vallies of P7ed- 
mont, having been cruelly treated by that Prince for 
their Religion, Cromwell ſends to make application in 
their behalf ; but his Meſſengers being flighted, he 
cauſed Contributions for their relief ro be made 
throughout England, and V7ner and Pack were made 
Treaſurers for the Money ; by which means a confi- 
derable ſumm was Colle&ed, but what ſhare they had 
of it, 1s not known. The Spaniſh War now Com- 
menced apace, Cromwel! refolving not to hearken to 
Peace, nor to the reſtitution of three Ships he had 
taken of the King of Spain's before he had declared 
War, pretending them Hambourgers, and Confiſcating 
them, being laden with pieces of Eight, . to the ſum 
of Four hundred thouſand pounds Sterling, which was 
minted in the Tower, though the Spaniſh Ambaſla- 
dor Alonſo de Cardenas proteſted againſt it, and did 
all he could ro hinder the injuſtice, which was re- 
turned on our Merchants , by that Kings ſeizing on 
their cffe&s in Spain, and by the loſs of 1500 Engliſh 
Ships, great and ſmall, raken from us 1n-this War, as 
appeared afterwards, according to the report made 
in Richard's Parliament. ; 

This ſum of money being ſpent, he had with his 
Privadees thought of another way of recruit, which 
like their Uſurpation, was- the moſt Ms 
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Arbitrary as ever was heard of. See now what was. 
become of the Liberties of Engliſh men, when he fol-. 


lowing the Example of the Grand Seignior, ſet over 
the Land a company of Baſhaws, with the ſame power, 
under a new title of Major-Generals. He had Canton'd 


England and Wales into: 11 Provinces, joyning the . 


Counties together for the convenience of this Turkiſh 


ſway, over every one of which he appointed a Go-., 


vernour or Baſhaw, called by him a Major-General. 
The Names of theſe Tyrannick Princes were, Kelſy, 
Goff, Desb»ow, Fleetwooa, Shippon, Whaly, Butler, Berry, 
* Worſley, Lambert and Bark ftead, who was alſo Lieu, 
tenant of the Tower. Theſe in their reſpe&1ve Prin- 


cipalities, lived like petty Princes or Baſhawes, domi- - 


neering and lording it oyer both Nobility and Gentry, 


and according to the Command and Order of their 


_ Grand Seignior Oliver Cromwell, ( which was then e- 
ſteemed Law) all the poor Cavalers, thar 1s, all ſuch 
who had ſerved in the Wars, for King Charles the 
firſt, and alſo all thoſe that had declared themſelves 
for his Son, King Charles the ſecond { our now Sove- 
reign) were by theſe Baſhaws to be decimated, that 
is; the tenth part of their Eſtates Were to be taken 


from them, befides bamiſh'd from London, and within - 


20 miles of the ſame, difarm'd and prohibited to be 
Ele&ed into any Parliament. And as for the Clergy, 
they were turned out of their Livings, and kept from 
all other way of livelihood, unleſs they would work 
with their hands, ſo that many were ready to ſtarve, 
for they were prohibited any Cure, or to be Chaplains 
to any, or to keep School. The power of theſe 
Decimators was great and boundleſs, Opprefſing, Rob- 
bing, Spoyling and Decimating whom they pleaſed, 
according to their own Arbitrary Will ; for none 
durſt ſay, Why do you thus ? They kept a Roll of 
all perſons within their Precin&s ; and 1f they ſuſ- 
pected any to favour the King, he was called to ac- 
count-by theſe Military-Lords, and Caution taken by 
chem, to keep them from aQing agatnſt the State, 
binding 
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binding then! to'-reveal all 'Plots that ſhould come 
to'thair knowledge; ani: made them engage the like 
for rh6if ſervants. They alſo hindred them from their 
diſports, and prohibiced all Horſe-races, Cock-fight- 
ing, Bull-baiting, or any thing that ſhould-cauſe a 
Concourſe of People: and thoſe who refuſed, were 
preſently impriſoned and decimared ; fo that the free 
*people of i England were become as abſolute Slaves as + 
thoſe living under' the Tirliſh. Government, where 
-hone- carycall any thing his own. By this means the 
Uſurper'cafily! mformed himſelf 'of the value of all 
'the Eſtates in| England, and of the behaviour and af- 
ſe&ion of every ' Perſon of Quality ' throughout the 
Kingdom.” Snch vaſt Powers were given to theſe 
Majcr-Generals , that there was nothing they mighr 
not doe, and: indeed did nor doe ; they uſing 1t to 
the full. And for this purpoſe theſe Major-Generals 
'had an office'in Fleettreer in' London, as other Courts 
had, where” their Recognances were enter'd, and all 
other coneerns and 'dependances belonging to them 
recorded vr regiſter'd. Of ſome they took yearly the 
-toth penny, of others they took a ſum of money for 
Compoſitibi, uſually at three years purchaſe, which 
many were willing to, pay, who had money, rather 
than tobe continually. troubled with them. * * | 
-" And now the year 1555 Commencing, which by

There were ſeveral Noble men and 
Dons of Spain, taken Priſoners, whom Cromwel//rtreated 
handſomely, and after a little while generouſly ſent

who were Ele&ed met, and choſe for. rheir Speaker 
Sir Thomas Widdrington. The Major-Gtnerals--had'a 


great hand in chufing this Parliament, ' who by their

And alſo by their moſt tyrannical ſway they had. ren- 
dred themſelves ſo odious to the Royaliſts, ; that- they 
 defired rather any other Governments ſhould be” than 
theſe Baſhaw's ; and it was indeed thought to be one 
of Cromwelſ's policies mm their Conſtitution, char their 
tyranny might cauſe his Iron yoke alohe to fit more 
eafie about their necks, for he gave thtm-up to the 
Parltament who abol:ſh'd-them:: - |; 47? 54h 
His defign of making himſelf King, and of wearing 
the Imperial Crown, and of becoming a legal Monarch, 
and of tranſmitting it to his poſterity, ; now platnly 
was manifeſted, though God did not fee-it good, to 
let the'Iniquity of the Nation run on fo far, as to dil- 
inherit the right line, having in his Wiſedom re- 
ſolved to continue it, ro the poſterity of Charles the 
Martyr ; for though Cromwell knew,-'/he had more 
Power, and preater Dominion, and was''more abſ0- 
lute than any King of England, yet the glorious Titk 
-of King, and the wearing of a Crown, was the deſire 
of his ambitious ſoul, not that 1t could add more to 
his Power , bur he 1magined, that by that means, he 
{ſhould be accuunted: more legal, for thar rhe Crown 
, fakes away all attaint, and chat perhaps he:might be 
able to tranſmit 1c to his: poſterity, and make 1c he- 
reditary in his own line. He knew his tyrannick

that of Ciorrwells ; and for this end he now 
he could, to court the Nobility and Gentry of the 
Royal Party, after he Had ſufficiently humbled and 
cruſh'd them, and made them poor, all to fweerct 
them againſt his afluming the Crown, having got, as 
he hop'd, a Parliament for his purpoſe : for note 
were admitted into this Parliament, after their Ele- 
ions, but ſuch as the Council allowed of, and many 
perſons, that Oliver durft not truſt, were in. this Par-, 
iatnefit, and thar he thoughr not fir co fit, till ſome 
Laws were firſt made, for the ſtretigthning his Autho- 
rity, and carrying on of his deſign. There was there- 
fore a Recognition of his Highneſs Government by a 
ſmgle perſon, PR ready with a Guard of Red-coats, 
to be ſigned before any of the Members went 1nto 
the Houſe, and ſuch as refuſed to fign 1t were dif- 
miſſed, and not ſuffered to fit ; by which means near 
200 at the firſt were excluded , thoſe thar ſat raking 
no notice of this moſt horrid force. And now let 
thoſe who ſo much ſtand up* for Law and Juſtice, 
and cry out upon Arbitrary Rule tell me 1f ever a 
greater could be ated upon the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple in denying them their freedoms 1n the fitting of 
their Repreſentatives 1n Parliament, and if any of the 
moſt Arbitrary Kings of England ever did or durſt 
attempt the like ?

of Cromwel[s Life-guard , who pretending a Male- 
contentednefs, cafily drew him in to a defign of Mur- 


thering the Tyrant, there beingabout that time, a book-+ 
printed 


and publiſhed, with the name of Allen tor it, 
a disbanded Leveller, called Killing no Murther, which 
with notable Arguments proved the Lawfulneſs of 
Killing Cromwell, as an Uſurper and Tyrant , which 


book almoſt ſcared him out of his wits, and mude 


him ever after afraid of every ſtrange face that came 
near him ; and made him betake himſelf to theſe 
artifices, to affright afſaſſinates by his ſeverity. Syn- 
dercomb being thus trepann'd and drawn 1n,. by his 
Inſtruments, had prepared a Blunderbuſs, and had 
placed it to ſhoot him in his Coach going ro Hampton- 
Court ; and if that failed, he was to have fired Whzte- 
Hall, by placing a Basket of combuſtible matter 3n 
the Chapel, with a train, all which is diſcovered ; 
Syndercomb and his Companions ſerzed, the Life-guard 
men confeſs the Plot, and are pardoned , Syndercomb 
1s rryed for it at the upper Bench-bar, (as they then 
called ir) and convicted by the Witneſs of his fellow 


Conſpirators, he was Condemn'd to be Hang'd, Drawn 


and Quarter'd at Tyburn, but before his Execution he 
was found dead, and poyſoned in the Tower, by him- 


ſelf as the Inqueſt of the Coroner found ir, though by. 


others ſuſpe&ed to be a fineneſs of Thurls's ; however, 
as a felo de fe he was drawn at an Hors tail to Tower- 


h:7, and there put into the ground under the Scaffold, 


and a Stake driven thorow his Body.

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cognifance ; being ſent up from Br?ſtol, where he was, 
he appears before them with a fed counte- 
nance, his hair hanging after the faſhion of thoſe 
1&ures made for our Saviour, and with a forked 
rd, often anſwering the queſtions put to him 
with Thou ſayeſt it. He was accuſed of Blaſphemy, 
and for aſſuming to himſelf divine Honours, he ha- 
ving had Hoſanna's ſung before him , and ſuch ex- 
preſfions uſed to him, as the people of the Fews uſed F 
towards our Saviour, when he rode into Feruſalem, a 
hetle before his Crucifixion.

magnificence, foo long for. me here to relate ; the 
Great Seal being carried by the Lord Commiſſioner 
Fiennes, and the Sword by the Earl of Warwich. 
The Ciry Sword by the Lord Mayor Tichbowrn, all 
bare-headed : The Dutch and French Ambaſſadors be- 
Ing alſo preſent. The Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons preſenting him with a Robe of Purple Velvet, 
a Bible, a Sword and a Sceptre, making a Speech 
w hum 1n preſenting them; Telling. him, thar. the 
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Purple Robe was an Emblem of Magiſtracy, and im- 
ported Righteouſneſs and Juſtice ; The Bible con-" 
raining the Holy Scriptures, was Chriſt Veiled and' 
Revealed, and . contained both Precepts . and 'Exam-' 
ples for good Government : The Sceptre not 'unhke 
a Staff, was to ſhew he was to be the Staff of the 

r and weak, of ancient uſe ; for that the Scrip- 
rure ſays, The Sceptre ſhould not depart from Judah , 
and that Kings and Princes were called by Homer 
Sceptre-bearers: That the Sword: was not only.a Mi- 
litary, but a Civil Sword, a Sword rather of defence, 
than of offence, to defend himſelf and his people : 
Upon which he would preſume to- write this Motto, 
Ego ſum Domini Proteforis ad protegendum Populum 
Meum. I am the Lord Pretefors, to proteF my Peo- 
ple. This being ended, he gave the Proteor his 
Oath on the Bible, and Mr. Manton made a Prayer, 
wherein he 'recommended the Protefor, the Parlia- 
ment, the Army and Government to God : - which 
done, the Trumpets ſounded, and the Heraulds pro- 
«laimed him FroteFot of England, Scetland and Tre- 
fand, and the Dominions rhereunto belonging. Af- 
ter which he returned 1n great State, the Lord Sher- 
rard and the Lord -Ryherts his eldeſt Son carrying his 
Train. The Pageantry being finiſhed, the Houſe. ha- 
ving done like good Boys, have leave to ptay, for 
'Yeturning to their Houſe, they adjourn themſelves to 
the 20th of January following. 

Being thus ferled in his Dignity, he began to live 
more ſplendidly, and. like a King, having a very full 
Court, and after a Monarchical Manner, all his Officers 
of State. Steel was made Chief Baron, and Lam« 
bert Warden of the Cinque-Ports ; but that would 
not ſatisfie him, for he was not a little diſguſted, that 
Cromwell had power given him to nominate-his. Suc- 
ceflor, and he now plainly perceived his Intentions 
of ſetling the Succeſhon 1n his Children, for which 
he now reſfotves, 1f he can, to ruine him with the 
Army. But Cromwell 15 vigilant, and' had on the.

| ro the Parhament, carrying on.1n the Army againſt 
Kingſhip, he peremprorily ſent to them to deſiſt up- 
on their peril, and fo over-aw'd and daſht them, 
that ney gurſt not go on with the attempt. There- 
was ' no body 'now 'yery conſiderable of - rhezyy awn- 
party, that could grve tym any diſturbance but Lam-- 
bert ; and ro ſecure himſelf againſt him, he followed 
the,exampl= Cammbert had fer him before, in ſecuring 
himifelf againft the 'Rump Parliament, ahd cauſed all. 
the Army, by his Privado's, Regiment after *Regi- 
ment, ro fabſcribe Addreſſes, Congratulating his le- 
gal Authoriry, and' dechring their readineſs to ſtand 
by him with their Erves and-Forrunes. - '- © 
This year, on the 20th of 'Apri} 1657, that great 
aQion of General Blahe was performed againſt the 
Spaniards, at Santa'Cruze, 1n the Iſland of Tenarif, 
where he burnt their whole Weſt-India Ships, being 
16 in number ; notwithſtanding they were - 
do'd in the Hayen, and defended by a Caſtle well 
fortified, and 7-Forts, and got forth of their: Haven 
without any tofs.;' for which conſiderable ſervice the 
Proreacr- and Parliament ordered him a Jewel of 
£00 L. and gratuities to the other Officers and -Soldi - 
ers. But this' Valiant and Renowned Seaman” did 
not long out-live this his memorable exploit, dying 
at Sea, as he was entring the (ound 0 Panels

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Never any Seaman performed ſo many ARQtions, re- 
donning to.the Glory. of the ,Eng/iſh Nation, as he 
did ; and it was. his only misfortune, that he ſery'd- 
not a lawtull Prins, .. _ | 
And now the 20th of January being come, at 
which time the Parliament was to re-aflemble, they 
met accordingly, but they now were quite another 
thing, than what they were before ; for according to 
the Clauſe in the Petztion and Advice , That the per- 
(ons legally Choſen ſhould not be ſecluded, but by the con- 
ent of the . Houſe 3 thoſe Members that Cromwell had 
fore kept, our by force, were now. re-admitted, 
though againſt his mind ; who preſently gave. him 
a diſturbance. Then according to their new Mo- 
del, there was the other Houſe, for as yet they did 
not dare to call it a Houſe of Lords, which  con- 
fiſted of his chiefeſt Fayourites of the Arny-Officers 
and others, and many pick'd out of the Houſe of 
Commons ,.: ſome of 'them iraq Ao the excluded 
Commonwealths-men, whom he to draw to 
his party by this obligation , about half a ſcore like- 
wiſe of the old Nobility were nominated, thinking 
to draw them in, but they refuſed ro come. The 
Houſes being thus altered in their Conſtitution , 
quickly let Cromwell ſee he was deceived in his 
hopes, for Hazelrig and others duſdaining his proffer'd 
Baronage, took their ſeats 1n the Commons Houſe, 
where they thonght they ſhould doe more good 3 
and by which means the Commonwealths-men grew 
ſo high, that the other Houſe was not taken notice 
of, but fell to queſtioning all their fellows had done, 
during their Secluſion, and had the Meſſages of the 
other Houſe 1n contempt and derifion. And now 
the Humble Petition and Advice was ke to be over- 
thrown. The news of their proceedings fo inraged 
the mind of Ofzver. ſeeing his great Hopes of being 
King fo ſuddenly daſht, that contrary to the advice 
of his Council, he goes to them, and for hafte takes 
ag Hackney-Coach, and entring into the other _ 
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and ſtanding under a Canopy of. State, he ſends for 
the Commons: to 'come to him ; who being come, 
with much eagerneſs made them a long * Speech ; 
which being remarkable, I ſhall recite ſome few 

' That the Lord was his witneſs ; his deſires of carry- 
ing on the affairs o the Nation, were for the ends of 
Mercy, Truth, Righteouſneſs and Peace , which he de- 
fired might be improved, That there was not a Man 
or Woman treading upon. Englith Ground,” could ſay that 
he ſought the place of ProteQor , but” he' thought the 
Nations happy therein. But that he was Peritloned 
thereunto by them, who had the Legiſlative Power, to 
take up 4 burthen too heavy for any creature , there- 
fore did look they ſhould make it good to him. That 
he could ſay in the preſence of God, before whom they 
were all but -poor creeping Ants upon the Earth, be had 
rather- have | hept ſheep, than undertook}  fluch 9" of 
Government as that was. That he'had them 
he would not undertake it, unleſs he mizht- have men 
that ſhould go between him and the Houſe 'of Commons, 
to prevent tumultuary ſpirits ; which was granted, and 
he had named anothe* Houſe, and that it was not 
Titles or Lords that they valued, but a Chriftian and 
Engliſh Intereſt, ' who would be a ballance '10 them and 
themſefves, and of their own rank and quality, whil 
they loved England and Religion. That be thought he 
had been doing his duty, and that they would be ſatis-, 
fied; but if they were too high and tos low, they would * 
not be ſatisfied. That God hnew he had takcn an Oath 
upon condition, expreſſed in the Grvernment, and thought 
he had been upon a ſure foundation , and* that the con-' 
ſequence had been confuſion if he had not done it. That. 
there were no hereditary Lords or Kings ſetled, the 
power conſefring in the two: Houſes and himſelf, and that 
God would judge berween them and him. God was his 
witneſs, that there was a ſeeking of a new ſettlement 
in the Army , that he ſpabe not to thyſe Gentlemen, 
(meaning his Lords ) os what they would call _— 
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but ta them the Commons. that adviſed bim to that 
place. yet” that ;inftead of awning him, ſome of them. 
muſt have they did not Low de t 
were running the Nation into confuſion again, by their, 


zntention of deviſing a Commonwealth, that ſome f the. 


people might be the Men that might rule all, and that 


thoſe things were not according to God and according to. 


Truth ; pretend what they would, it was a playing a 
game for the King of Scots, if he mought call him fo, 


and therefore he thought himſelf bound before God to doe © 


what he meart to prevent it. God was his witneſs, he 
told them.what was true , the King of Scots had an 
Army at the water-fide, ready to be Shipt for England, 
and that he had the Pie it from an eye-witneſs.. 


That they had not only been endeauvouring to pervert the . 
Army, to draw them to a Commonwealth, but ſome of." 


them, while ſitting, had been lifting of perſons by Com-. 
miſſion from Charles Styart , to jojn with any injurre-, 
ron that ſhanld be made; that if this was the end of 


their ſitting, and that if theſe were their carriages,con-- 


cluding, he thought it high time to put an end to their 
ſitting ;, and therefore, by the living God, he declared to 
them, that he did Diſſolve that Parliament, To 
which many; of the Commons cry'd out, Amen.

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than Ol:ver's Kingly ProteForſhip could, for, they be-.

nceds be opened, and ſee. that he was got into; the 
Throne,, and exerciſed the ſame Poi9ehs and: far more: 
than the Kings of England-ever did, and whom they, 
had flung out only to. make way for a Tyrant, and; 
that they would never fuffer a man of their: own: 
quality and rank thus to play the King amongſt them, 
and to be their Lord, without endeavouring to fling 
him out. Beſides, they found Lambert and the 
Army ſo much diſguſted , that they wauid rather 
have ventur'd all than not to have ſeen the downfall. 
of Cromwell ; fo that the Royalits thought all things. 
to be favourable to their defign : But Cromwell has, 
' ving timely notice of all things by his Agents, among, 
them, he takes care to prevent them, and ſending 
to his right hand T7chbourn, 'Lord Mayor, cauſes him 
to double the City-Guards, and to make great chan- 
ges in the Militia, turning out all he ſuſpe&ed, and- 
preſently ſeizes on Sjr Wiliam Compton, the Earl of. 

Northamptor's Brother, Mr.. Ruſſel, the; Earl'of Bed-' 
fird's: Brother, Sir Wilfam Clayton and, many : more z 
The Marqueſs of Ormond, who on the deſign had:lain 
hid for ſome time in London, hardly eſcapes his hands. 
Alſo he ſeizes on Mr. Mordant, the Earl of Peterba- 
r9ugh's Brother : Mr. Manley, Mr. Baron, Mr. Stapely, 
Mr. Manſel, Mr. Woodcock ,. Mr. Carent, rs Jaye : 
and one Mallory, who was thought to be a decoy to 
the ref, being -pardoned after ——— whe: 

_ And, now, to. give. more terror to the Royaliſts, 
Cromwell reſolves. again to new dye his hands in 
Blood,. by. the old Arbitrary and Tyranmical way : 
Up goes the High Court of Juſtice, and 1ts bloody 
Preſident Liſte, who on the 25th of May 1658 fat. 


Cromwell had pickt; out two Eminent Men to begin 
with, one, Lay-man.,Sir Henry Sl:ngshy , impriſoned 
ever.ſince the. Weſt-Riſtng,. and one Clergy-man, the - 
Reverend Dr. Hewet.... Sir; Henry, Slingsby was, ac- 


cuſed 
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cuſed ( though falſly) to have endeavoured to be. 
tray Hull, whilſt a Priſoner there, and for holding 
Correſpondence with Charles Stuart, for which he . 
was Condemned for a:Traytor, and fentenced to be 
be-headed , which Death he ſuffer'd on Tower-hzl! 
on the 8th of Fune following , though great applica- 
tion to fave his life had been made to Cromwell, by 
his Nephew, and CromwelPs Son-1n-law, the Lord 
Faulconbridge ; but the Tyrant was inexorable; ha- 
ving before-hand with Thurlo reſolved on the Death 
of theſe two men. The next was Dr. Hewet, -who 
was accuſed before the ſame Courr, for Conſpiring 
againſt the Government, arid holding intelligence with 
the King. - But the Dotor Demurred to the Juriſ- 
di&1on of the Court, citing divers Law-Caſes, and 
giving many Reaſons againſt their authority, defiring 
them ro evince to him the legality of their Courr, 
and he would plead to his charge. Burt this they 
would not, nor were able to doe ; and whilft he dif- 
puted with them,” they took the advantage of de-' 
manding his Plea-three times 3 gfrer which, thongh: 
he then defired- ir, ſeeing they would gecord him a 
Mure, they would 'not admit, for being deſigned for 
ſaughter , had they admitted him to = Ar he would 
have eſcaped them, for want of Witneſſes, which it 
ſeems failed them at that time. : The Door had an 
Eloquent Tongue, was of great eſteem and abiliries, 
and Preached long at St. Gregory's, where: he ſome- 
times could not forbear ro deplore the mifery of the 
Kingdom, fo that Cromwell had a particular :defire 
co rid him out of the way, as a nioſt dangerous. 
man, 'and took this occaſion ro doe it 3 upbraiding 
the Door with very bitter and unbecoming lan- 
guage, when he was brought before him to be exa- 
mined, However, though he was Condemned as 2 
Mure, yet he had the favour to be beheaded, and 
ſuffer'd the ſame day with Sir Henry Slingsby; where 
| he prayed almoſt an hour yo? =o and fer- 
your of ſpirit, having lis head fevered _ 
Fs: Vo 
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body, he dyed with much Chriſtan Magnani- 
mity. *' 

The next that came to his Tryal, was Mr. Mor- 
dant , who at firſt denied the Juriſdi&ion of the 
Court, but was by his friends at laft perſwaded to 
plead, and was quitted by one voice only, for very 
forrunately Col. Pride being taken with a fit of [the 
Stone, went off the Bench, to the ſaving his life, 
Then Mr. Wordcoch and Sir Humphrey Bennet, were 
tryed and acquitted : Mallory confeſt, was condemn'd, 
but not executed. Then Mr. Carent was try'd and 
acquitted. Mr. Henry Frter was condemned by them ; 
but when going to be executed in Smithfield, he was 
reprieved : the hke hapned to Fohn Surmer, who 
was condemned to dye in Biſhopsgate-ftreet , and 
Oliver Allen 1n Gracechurch-ftreet, who had their Re- 
prieves brought them : Baron, Manly, Manſel, wh 
one Seymour and Carlton, all imprifon'd on the fame 
account , made their eſcape , but were arraigned , 
though abſent, and condemned. | | 
' But Edward Aſhton, John Bettely and Edward 
Stacy were alſo tryed before this Court, for the fame 
Crime , of raifing War, and feeking the Death.o 
Cromwell, where all three were Condemned, with 
little or no proofs againſt them 3 Col. Aſton was a 
known Cavalier, and a Priſoner for Debt in Newgate; 
but being permitted by fayour to go abroad, fell jnto 
the company of one of Cromwels Trepanners, who 
went ſtroling about for prey , who informs the Se- 
Fx of dangerous words. ſpoken by this Afton , 
for which he was tryed and condemned, though he 
denied them at his Death, and was hang'd, drawn 
and quarter'd in Tower-ſtreet , the Tyrant making alt 
parts of the City his Shambles, of humane fleſh, for 


the greater terror : this was his bloody policy. 
Mr. Bertely was in like manner betray'd, and falſly 
accuſed by. theſe Ruffians, the Emiffaries of Crom- 
well and Thurlo, condemned upon their Oaths, tho 

he protefted his Innocency , and was AER 
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the midſt of Cheapſide , being hang'd, drawn and 
uarter'd : After he had been a long time dead, as 
they thought, on a ſudden he lift up his hands, and 
ulftng off his Cap, looked upon them, ſtaring with 
15 eyes, to all their. amazements, till the Executioner 
diſpatch'd him. -Theſe ſuffer'd on the 2d of Fuly 1658, 


athd two: dayes after Mr. Stacy was only hang'd : 


Many more, who were impriſoned and deſigned to 
death, eſcaped by Oliver's Death, which was not very 
long after. : 

He was no ſooner rid of the fear of this 7lot, by 
theſe Executions, but he was agar troubled by Lam- 
bert's Cabal, who had inveigled both' Fleetwood and 
Desborow, Cromwel['s near relations, with their Com- 
monwealth Principkes, though Lambert intended on- 
Iy the ſetting up of himſelf, in Cromwelſ's ſtead. But 
Cromwell now dallies no longer with them, but takes 
away Lambert's Commiſſion, and lays him aſide, and 
diſpoſes his Regiments to others, whom he could 
| better truſt, and ſends into the anay Foary Spies 
and Eves-droppers, -to let him know the temper and 

behaviour of #14 Officers, and of their inclinations, 
whereby he might the better reform them. | 
\ This bloody Tyrant, becoming Sanguinary, ( as all 
other Tyrants doe ) grows very fearfull and ſuſpict- 
ous, and began to dread every ſtrange face that came 
near him , which he would fix his eyes upon, and 
Intentively view, for fear of an aſſaſſination; for that 
Book of Killing n1 Murther ſtill ran dreadfully in his 
mind, and made him to take all the care he could of 
himſelf,: oftentimes ſhifting. his Lodgings'z to which 


he paſſed. by twenty ſeveral locks, and uſually had. 


four or five ways out of them : He ſeldom went and 
came the ſame way between White-Hall and Hampton- 


great hurry, his Guards before and behind, till on 
the Gallop, and his Coach. (eſpecially the boots ) 
filled 'with armed men, and. began to be of very 
atfficult..accels to all perſons: Yer this year he. had 


Court , and always by pr__ and by-ways, and 1n a 
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ſucceſs in Flanders, and Dunkirþ was ſurrendred into 
his hands, and' Lockhart General of the Forces there, 
and his Kinſman made Governor thereof. 

And now the Exze of this great Tyrant and Uſur- 
per draws near, being uſhered in with a Prodigy 
three Months before ; for on the 2d of 7unea great 
Whale came up as. far as Greenwich, and was t 
killed. His beloved Daughter Cleypool, not Tong be-+ 
fore him alſo* dyed, with an Ulcer in her Bladder, 
which cauſed ſuch acute pains, that put her into a. 
Feaver, and in her raving Fits ſhe much call'd up- 
on. that bloody Tyrant her Father , for ſhe had been 
a Suitor for Dr. Hewet's life, knowing his Innocency, - 
bur was denied, which gave her a great diſturbance 
being ſenſible of her Father's Tyrannick ſway, anc 
Murtherous projets, and of the Peoples hare to- 
wards him. . Her Death, as they ſay, -went near his 
heart, being about the beginning of Augujt, which, \ 
with the troubles he ſaw were about to riſe from the \ 
Officers of the ' Army, fomented by Fleetwood, who \. 
had Married his Daughter ; and Desborow, who had 
Married his Siſter, gave him a fir of ſickneſs, bein 
ar Mampton-Court, which he thought ar firſt woul, 
paſs over, being only a Tertian feaver, and his pri- 
vate Chaplains faſted and prayed with' im; and 
G1dwin openly declared, that God had* heard his 
prayers, for -him, and. he was aſſured he ſhould not dye 
that bout ; but he was a falſe Prophet, for hts Fea- 
ver continuing with very ill ſymptoms, the Phyfict- 
ans not ſo confident as the Priefts, cauſed him to be 
removed to White-Hall, and he had been there but 
few dayes, when they ſaw very.. plainly, that he had 
but few dayes tro live; and this being made known 
to 11s Privy-Council, they were all very much ſtartled ; 
he finding himſelf. now drawing towards his end, on 
the 31* of Auguſt he canſed all people to go out of 
lis Chamber, but Goodwin and Thurlo, to whom he 
declared, that he nominated his eldeſt Son Rrchard 
Cromyell to ſucceed him ; but theſe thinking 1t. too 
great 
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great a thing to be communicated to them: alone, ' 
adviſed him'to have more Witneſles, leſt they ſhould 
hot be credited in fo great a concern ; He.then bid 
them to ſend for the Counci] of 9, which were thoſe 
he privately managed his more ſecret _conicerns by , 
and theſe were Fleetwood, Fiennes, Desborow, . Whaly, 
Thurlo, Lawrence, Berry, "oper and Goff z moſt of 
this Funto being come to him, he declared that ur 
was his will, - that his Son Rzchard ſhould fucceed 
him as Prote&or : Fleetwood bit his lips, having been 
fool'd into hopes of the Proteforſhip, as well as Lam- 
bert , but little was then faid, and on the 3d day of 
September 1658, memorable to Oliver for two great 
Victories, Dunbar and Worceſter , he yielded to the 
preat Vitor Death, and march'd off the Stage of 
this World in peace, after he had trod it in Blood, 
War, Rapine, Oppreſſion, Cruelty, Uſurpation and 
Tyranny. Though the report went, the Devil fetch'd 
him away in the ſtorm , which the night before his 
Death was ſo violent, that many of the great Trees 
in St. Fames's Park were blown up by the Roots, 
and that he had ſeven years before made a Compa& 
with the Devil, that he might obtain the Dominion 
of the three Kingdoms, and not be prevailed againſt : 
but theſe. are Stories, and God's Providence un- 
ſearchable. | 


I have already given a chara&er of this Man, and 
2 ſhort account of ſome paſſages of his Life, before 
he aſcended to his Greatneſs. He was, no doubt, a 
man. of extraordinary parts, and raiſed up by God 
for ſuch great undertakings, as a ſcourge to this Na- 
tion , which was full of evil humours, and had en- 
rertained. a ſpifit of Rebellion againſt borh God, the 
Church, and the*King ; and that they might behold 
their errors by thoſe diſmal cffe&s thar followed up- 
on their unnatural Rebellion 3 and perceiving them, 
might not in the fame age, at leaſt, run into rhe like, 


nor pull the like fatal conſequences upon their heads, 
as 
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ſiting) was hor to be parallell'd in any of the, 


Kings 'ſince''the Conqueſt. Beſides: in his latter 
-dayes, wheh his fears began to render him crud, 
he valued 'nefther honeſty or honour , -when' they 
ſtood 1n the 'way of his Ambition, and therefore to 
me *ris a wonder, ' for what 1t was they admired this 
| Man; and muſt be cauſed either by partiality'or 1p- 
norance. As for his Polincks, hts Peace with Bron,

-the former too: great' for Chriſtendom'; ati Jobfiny 
the ballance which "England ought carefully ro keep

'Treaſure , to that (extremity, that Eng/and mought 
'have had what terms they would, fo that the' whole 
'world thought him. infatuated, in loſmg fo great'an 
Opportunity of doing good to this Nation. ''Flen 
ire s nothing more certain, that all the Perſecution 
"that hath ſince hapned in France, of that King's Prd- 
teſtanr Subje&s, was the effe&s- of his joyning in a 
League with France at- that ' time 3 by-which 'rheans 
that King humbled Spain, and made way for his Coti- 
queſts in Flanders fince 'atchieved, and inabled hit 
to ſubdue all FaRiohs at' home, 'which were then 
arifing, and brought 'him'1nto a condition, 'ro 'tieed 
none of them , being grown ſince the ſcourge and 
terrour of Chriſtendom. His ſhamefull- defeat at 
Hiſpanivla, with the loſs of 1500 Merchants Ships 
ro the Spaniard 1n that War, as was made appear 
to Richard's Parliament, / and/4n his ſpending! ſuch 
vaſt ſums of money, and yer leaving a vaſt debt ap- 
the Accounts 
brough7 1nto Richard's Aﬀembly, may ſtand'ih hal- 
lance againſt his Vifories, and ſhew that he was not 
always ſucceſsfull, and rhar he had not managed his 


affairs with that frupality and wiſedom, as ſome have 


rhought he did , when as by his. own accounts 4t 
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appeared, notwirhſtanding” the great incomes he had, 
and the many Parliamentary ſupphes, he had con- 
frated a'debt of no- leſs than 19000co 1. As for 
his Tyranny and Oppreſſion, *ris needleſs to men- 
tion it , that may be ſeen throughout this Hiſtory, 
Yet I cantiot bur inſtance here, that injuſtice'of his 
to John Lilburn, who had been tryed for his Life by 
the Long Parliament, and acquitted, and by them 
diſcharged ; yet becauſe Olzver knew him. a dange- 
rous man, and one that might give him a trouble, 
cauſed -him to be tryed a ſecond time ; .and though 
then alſo cleared by the Law , yet according to his 
own Arbitrary W1ll, againft Law, and with all jnju- 
ſtice and cruelty imaginable , kept him cloſe Pri- 
ſoner ſo long, that he was almoſt conſumed by fick- 
neſs, that he turned him out only to dye. Again, 
What greater injuſtice could there be, than thar 
ſhown to Mr. Cony , who being a Priſoner at Crom- 
wells Suit ; and being brought to the King's or up-' 
per Bench-har, as they call'd 1t, by an Habeas Corpus, 
cauſes his Counſel to be violently taken from the 
Bar, and ſent to the Tower, for no other reaſon, than 
the Pleading his Clients Cauſe ;, ſuch an A& of v1o- 
lence, as / cannot be parallell'd in all che Hiſtory of 
Enzland. Yet this hieſſed man 1s admired.. ' As 
for his ingratirude that appeared to Sir Henry Vaing 
who above all perions in the world was the cauſe 
of his advancement, and had long eſpouſed his In- 
tereſt, yer he ſtudied to deſtroy him both in his 
Life and Eſtate . hecauſe he would not adhere to his 
rjury and falſencſs: And becauſe Varn oppoſed 
Im, he impriton'd him, and would have proceeded 
farrher againſt him. In Richard's Aﬀſembly, upon 
the complaint of ſeveral Priſoners, kept cloſe in the 
Tower , many being ſent away moſt inhumanely, and 
ſold for Slaves beyond Seax; the Lieutenant velng ene 
for, and demanded by what Authority he had Kept 
thoſe in his cuſtody ſo long Pritoners, he produced a 
Paper written all with C{rver's own hand ; in which 
4 G Were 
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were theſe words : Sir, I pray you ſerze ſuch and 
fuch perſons, and all others, whom you ſhall judge dan- 
gerous men, doe it quickly, and you ſhall have a War- 
rant for it = you have done. Upon which Rich- 
ard's Aſſembly Voted this Commitment of the Com- 
plainants, ke illegal, unjuſt and Tyrannical as no 
doubt it was. -This was a ſpice of his Juſtice, 
whereby any man was rendred obnox1ous not only 
to himſelf, but to the malice or ſpleen of his Licy- 
tenant , though he were never ſo innocent : And at 
this rate, he might rake up and 1impriſon whom he 
pleaſed, and no man was in ſafety, and that by-the 
chief Governour's Warrant , who by Law can Com- 
mit no man by his own Warrant: And this too 
without any cauſe ſhewn, why or whercfore. And 
the ſame men Voted, that thoſe baniſh'd or ſent away. 
were unjuſtly, and againſt all Law fo ſent away, for 
the Law ſays no Engliſh man ought to be bantthed , 
by leſs authority than by AR of Parliament : and or- 
dered forthwith the Priſoners to be ſer free, without 
Fees or Charges ; and had they fat longer, had up- 


doubredly puniſhed the Lieutcnant too. Then after, 


pnblick faith given, and the party reſtored ro Com- 


mon Privileges, he cauſed that moſt horrid Order. 


of Decimation to be put in execution, on the poor 
Cavalicrs by his Fanizarzes, which was by the enſu- 
ing Parliament damned as an unjuſt and wicked 
breach of Faith. This however 1s the great, the 
juft, the brave, viRorious, pious and moſt renowned 
Oliver , who, as I have faid, 1s yet by ſome remem- 
bred even to a kind of Idolatry ; but I ſhall leave him, 


having long ſince received his deſerved reward, and 


conclude with the rapture of Sterry, who Preaching 
his Funeral Scrmon, had theſe blaſphemous expreſlt- 
ons of him : As ſure ( ſays he) as this #s the Bible, 
( which he held in his hand) the bleſſed ſprrit of Oliver 
Cromwell x with Chriſt, at the right hand of the Fa- 


ther ; and if be b: there, what may not his family ex#

pect from him ; for if he were ſo uſefall and bajo 
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imd fo much good influenced from him to them, when he 
was m a Mortal State, how much more influence will 
they have from him, now in heaven , The Father, Son 
and Spirit, through him beſtowing Gifts and Graces up- 
on them. T ſhall now proceed to the ſecond Scene of 
this fingle Uſurparion and Tyranny, which brought 
his Son, ſhorr-liv'd D:ch, upon the Stage. 

Oliver being thus dead, on the 3d of September, 
about three of the Clock 1n the afternoon , he was 
opened and embalmed ; but he ſtunk fo filthily, 
though wrapt in Cearcloths and Lead, with Aroma- 
nick Spices, that they were fain to bury him private- 
ly ; but a Coffin was carried to Sunerſit-henſs where 
after ſome days, with his Effigies made for that pyr- 
poſe , he ſeem'd to lye 1n great ſtate, pomp and mag- 
nificence, ro which fight crouds of people daily preſſed. 
The out-rooms all hung with black, with Scutcheons, 
hanging on the Walls , but the room where the Effi- 
gies lay was hung with black Velver, and the Ceiling 
of the ſame, having a large Canopy of the ſame deeply 
fringed : the Effigies being Robed m Purple Velver, 
laced with Gold Lace, and furred with Ermins, with 
 ftrings and taſſek of Gold : In its right hand a Scep- 
tre, 1n its lefr a Globe, on his head a Velvet Ca 
furred with Ermins, and behind his head placed hig 
on a Chair of Tifſued Gold, was fer an Imperial 
Crown : Eight Silver Candleſticks of about five foot 
high ſtood about his Bed of State, with Jarge white 
Waxrtapers burning, of three foot long, all invironed 
with Rails and Balliſters covered with Velvet, within 
| Which ſtood men 1n Mourning bare-headed , which 
was continued for many weeks, and then the Effipies 
was removed into another room, and veſted as be- 
fore, ſet up in a- ſtanding poſture, with the Crown 
upon his head 3 which 1 ſeems he now obtained, 
though he could not wear 1t while alive. Thus they 
continued this Pagearyry to the 23d of November fol- 
lowing, when his Funeral was made, and he carried 
w great pomp carne. 4 with more coſt and ſtate 
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than ever was beſtow'd on any King of England; coſt 
ing they ſay 26000 /. or more, and at laſt was 1n- 
terred among the Kings and Queens of England, where 
he lay till the 3oth of Fanuary 1650, when he had a 
Reſurrefton to another Exaltation at Tyburn, where 
he was a ſecond time 7nterr'd under the Gallows, ac» 
cording to his demerits, with his great Counſellors, 
Freton and Bradſhaw. : 

Bur we will leave the dead, and relate, in b-1ef, the 
Tranſa&ions of the living, Ol:ter being gone, the Privy 
Council met, and a ſearch was made 1n the ProteQtor's 
Cabinet, for a Paper ſafely lay'd up, wherein he had 
nominated Fleetwood for his Succeiſor ; bur it was not 
to be found, therefore they ſend to him and Desborow 
ro know, if they did acquieſce in the Declaration of 
the late Protector, which made his Son Rrchard Crom- 
well Protetor. To which Flect word ſent word that he 
cordially acquiciced 1n that Declaration of the late Pro» 
re&or's, concerning his Son's Succeſſion, though any 
other Paper ſhould be found, in which he had been for- 
merly nominared hisSuccetlor. This done, the Coun» 
cil wait upon Richard, ro Condole with Jim for his 
Father's Death, and to Congraculate him as- ProteFor, 
Then Shippon and Strickland were ſent to the City, to 
acquaint them with what was done, and the next day 
they cauſed a Proclamation to be made, ſubſcribed by 
« hiverton, Lord Mayor, the Council of State, and feve- 
ral Officers of the Army , at White- Hall, Charing-Croſs, 
Fleetſtreet, and ſeveral places in London, Proclaiming 
Richard Cromwell Prote&or of the Commonwealth of 
England, &c. After which the City-Sword by the Lord 
Mayor, and the Scal by Fiennes were reſigned to him, 
and Is Oath was given him by Fzennes, one of the 
Commiſſioners of the Great Seal, in which he Swore 
to maintain the Proteſtant Religion 1n 1ts purity, and 
ro govern the three Nations according to the beſt of 
his power and skill,according to the Laws. After which 
he diſpatches Meſſengers to Ire/Hnd, ro inform his bro- 
ther Harry, Deputy there, and to General Monk in 

Scat- 
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Scotland, to inform them, and to know how they ſtood 
affected to his Advancement. And prefently he receives 
Addreſſes from-moſt-of the Counties in England, con- 
trived and made at White-Hafl, and Proteſtations from 
the Armies in England, Scotland and Ireland, to live 
and dye with him': Alſs Addrefles from the ſndepen- 


dant Churches, as Goodwins, Nyes, and rhe reſt of them, _ 


many giving Adoration to this rifing falſe Iighr, for- 
petting the true Sun yet in Eclipſe beyond Sea ; and 
the fawning Poets, Waller and Dryden, among the feſt 
praiſed to the Skies, in their Elegies the dead Tyrant: 
Richard was proclaimed both at Dublin and at Edenbo- 
rough, and all things ran ſmooth on his fide. But how- 
ever General Monk liked not the Tyrannical ſway of the 
Army 1n England, but ſoecarly began to form the happy 
ons of his Majeſtie's Reffrorarion, without whic 
e well perceived theſe Kingdoms would not be in any 
fetled poſture, but be ſtill fubje& to any Uſurper or 
Uſurpers, the Army ſhould fer up :.bur this was a 
great work, and time nor yet ripened for tt, he kept 
the fecret in h11s own breaſt, and intended to take op- 
porrunity by the forelock, complying for the preſent 
as Others did, but inthe mean time with great d1lt- 
gence he reformed his Army, and purg'd it from thoſe 
Wl humours, as he knew would ſoon bring it to deſtru- 
ton ; but this alfo he did wiſely and cautioufly, and 
by degrees, for fear of cauſing too early jealouties of 
his deſign. | 
Richard ſeeing the many Addreſſes made ro him from 
the People and Army, and the careſles and flatteries of 
po ones, being a man of no great reach, thought all 
d been real, and now began to form to himſelf an 


Imagination of ſerling himſelf in his Ufurparion, and to . 
on thoſe of the Royal Party he had 


look ſomewhat ſhy 
before careſſed, and done kindneſs for, ſhewmg more 
ſtare and greatneſs than formerly, and growing more 
reſerved to his familiars. Bur moneys growing ſcarce, 


his Council adviſes him forthwith to call a Parliament, 
and accordingly Summons are iffued out for-this Con» 
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vention to meet at Weſtminſter on the 27th of Zanuary. . 
Ele&ions being made after the uſual manner, tho ſome 
would have oppoſed it, and by ſending Writs to the 
ſeveral Boroughs, they thought they ſhoald get a Par-' 
I:;amenr to their minds, but were deceived. Ireland and 
Scotland alſo ſent each 3o, according ro the Model of 
- Government, and for the upper Houſe the chiefeſt Oth- 
cers of the Army were pitcl1'd upon, but many of them 
were of ſuch baſe extraR1on, that the Commons could 
hardly be brought to own them. Richard began to 
have ſome jealouſie of the Army, and finding many of 
his Council too great favourers of them, and of their 
power, he began to'caſt about to have brought in 
others of his friends to ballance them ; but he found 
ſuch oppoſition, that he could not bring it about. On 
heorkes fide, the Army and Searian Officers began 
to be afraid of the enſuing Parhament, and therefore 
ſome of them adviſed him to follow his Father's ſteps, 
who was accuſtomed at ſuch a time to cauſe the chief- 
eſt Officers of the Army to come up to London, and to 
be afliftant to him on ſuch occaſions. This ftaxtked 
Richard, being as much afraid of the Army, as they 
were of this approaching Convention, yet wanting hus 
Father's cuurape and reſolution, he ſent for many of 
the Army ro Town from their Commands, where 
they had the opportunity of Caballing and laying de- - 
ſigns for his deſtruftion. Beſides, Lambert, by the fa- 
your of Fleetwood, was got again into Command, and 
had a Regiment given him, and was as much in the fa- 
vour of the Sefaries as ever. Richard was as yer Ge- 
neral, when Desb3row and others would have perſwa- 
ded him, that the Army. being diſcontented, and ready 
to mutiny, the beſt way for him would be to ſettle ut 
on ſome known Officer amongſt them, and nominated 
Fleetwood : but Richard it ſeems was not (© very a 

| as to diveſt himſelf of that Command, but told 
them, that by his Father's example, he would keep 
that for a ſecurity both to them and to himſelf, with- 
oa wluch he could not prote& them , and mars the 

| d* 
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Partament which was ſuddenly to meer, would give 
them ſatisfaR1on as to their Grievances, to wham he 
ſhould remit them. 

And now at the time prefixed, the Parliament meet, 
conſiſting of two Houſes, the other Houſe beginning 
now to be called the upper Houſe ; for the Commons 
was choſen, Mr. Chute a Lawyer, as their Speaker ; 
who ſickning, Long, Recorder of London, was choſen 
pro tempore 1n his ſtead ; and for the upper Houle, Na- 
thaniel Fiennes,Lord Keeper of the Great Seal was their 
Speaker. The firſt fortnight was taken up about the 
Recognition, with which they were awhile intangled, 
but at laſt they Vote 3 and it was Reſolved on Monday 
14th of February, That it be part of this BN to Recognize 
and declare his Hizhneſr, Richard, Lord Prote&or, and 
chief Magiſtrate of the Commonwealth of England, Scor- 
land and Ireland, and the Dominions and Terrztories 
thereunto belonging. Reſolved, That before this Bill he 


Committed, the Houſe do declare ſuch additional Clauſes 


to be part of this Bill, as may bound the power of the chief 


' Magiſtrate, and fully ſecure the Rights and Priwleges of 


Parliament, and the Liberties and Rights of the People ; 
and that neither this, or any other previous Vote, that is, 


or (hall be paſſed in order to this Bill, ſhall be of farce and 


binding to the people, till the whzle Bill bz paſſed. This 
done, a Committee of Inſpe&1ons 1s ſetled, ro take a 
view of the Accounts and the Reyenne of the Common- 
wealth : of which Mr. Scowen was Chair-man., The 
Commonwealths-men, who were conſiderable in this 


- Convention, — put tn many Debates to gain 
5 


time 3 which they did, though the Proteforian.party 
were the major, and ſo could effe& little z yer they 
had hopes of the infe&ion of the Army, which they 
knew by means of their Emiflaries ſpread much; for 
at Walling ford-houſe, Fleetwood, Desb5row and Lambert, 
with ſeveral others, held their Conſules for the diſpoſ- 
ſc{lng of Richard, and Fleetwood was courted to take 
the Prote&torſhip upon him >: Richard had notice 
given hum of their proccedings, and. ſome - his 
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friends advifed him to- cut them. off; and profer'd to 
do.jt if he would be Reſolute, and ſtick to them ; but 
Richard was timerous and fearfull,, and had -not cow- 
rage enough to give. them ſuch-a Commiſſion, and ſo 
loſt his opportunity of ſerling himſelf. 

| In the mean time the King had ſent a Commiſſion 
to Arthur Anſlow, now Earl of Angleſic, to John Mor- 
dant, Brother to the Earl of Peterborew, Sir John Green- 
vill, Sir Tho. Peyton and William Leg,giving them power 
as his Commiſhoners, to treat with any of his SubjeRs 
of England ( excepting the Regicides ) and to offer 
them his pardon, if they would now joyn together for 
his Reſtauration, and alſo to aflure them of Rewards 
and-Recompence, for any ſervice done for the future 
towards the bringing in of his ſaid Majeſty, and that 
whatever thoſe his Commiſſioners ſhould promye-1n 
his name, he would ratific and confirm. This was da- - 
red at Bruſſells 11 March 1659. By this means, and by 
the wary management of theſe Gentlemen, the King's 
deſigns began to thrive better than formerly, being ſtill 
betray'd by Fhurld's Agents. So that now there were 
ſeveral Intereſts at work, and bringing ſeveral deſigns 
to the Anvil : The King's for-his juſt Rights and Re- 
ſtauration. Richard's for the ſerlifg himſelf in his unjuſt 
Uſurpation. The Commonwealths-men-to regain their 
loft Dominion and Tyranny and the Army to keep 
their Rule, and the people in flavery, and to ſet up # 
Governour of their own, and that might be only ruled 
by their Power. Theſe have all their ſeveral cloſe Ca+ 
bals, and all ſtrenuouſly bufie one againſt another. 

' Upona report made by Secretary Thurlo, concerning 
the State of-the War betwixt Sweden and Denmark, 
the Parliament end General-Mountague with a _confide- 
rable Fleet into rhe Sound, but ſo ſtraiten'd '1n Com» 
mifſion, that he did little-good. The Military-Council 
of. Officers were very high, and favoured much by the 
upper Houſe, which much diſtaſted the Commons 3 
and made them Vote, That during the ſitting of the P ar- 
liament, thexe ſhould be no genergl Meeting or _ 1 
Officers. 
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Officers of the Army, without direQion, leave and authq- 
rity of the Pratefor,and both Houſes of Parliament. Rich- 
ard upon this, by advice, ſends for the Council of Ofh- 
cers,and diſmiſſes them. And the Commons proceed to 
a farther Vote ; Refolved, That no perſon ſhould have or 
continue Command in any of the Armies in England, Scot- 
land or Ireland, &5c. that ſhould refuſe to ſubſciibe, That 
he will not diſturb or interrupt the free meeting in Parlia- 
ment ; of any of the Members of either Houje, or their 
freedoms in their Debates or Counſels. This was tranſ- 
mitred to the other Houſe, who now began to be jea- 
lous of a Combination between Richard and the Com- 
mons, againſt the power of the Army, and that they 
fought to weakenand divide them, ſo that they did nor 
readily afſent ro this Vote. Beſides, they were nor a 
" little diſpleaſed at another Vote of che Commons, con- 
cerning their Tranſa&ting with them as another Houſe ; 
which was, That the acknowledgment of that Houſe for 
| anther Houſe of Parliament,ſhould not prejudice the Peers 
age of the Land, or thetr Privileges. And further the 
, | Commons Voted, That they would recezve no Meſſage from 
theſe of the other Howſe, but by Fs of their own number. 
Neither would they treat with this upper Houſe, as an 
Houſe of Lords, but found out a new word, to traafat 
with them, and that upon tryal, and during this pre- 
| ſent Parliament, which they foreſaw would not be long, 
| 1n continuance. The chief of the Oficers of the Army 
| were for the ProteFor, bur the more numerous being 
| SeRaries or Phanaticks were for Fleetwood, Desborow 
and the Wallingfordians, who had made them to believe, 
| that Richard had an intent to caſt them out of Com- 
: miſſions, and that he would put the Army into the No- 
; bilities and Gentries hands, who would bring 1n the 
King, and deſtroy the Liberty of the Goſpel they had 
| lo long fought for. 
Thus all parties being highly jealous one of another, 
none knew how it would end ; but fince the Power of 
the Sword, and the Arbitrary and Tyrannick ſway of 
the Army was greateſt, it might be well expeRted BY 
; wo 


0D 
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+ would prove the ſtrongeſt party for the reſt, having not 


"an Oliver to deal with. However the Commons like 


Engliſh men, went on, reſolving for many yu Ads, 
mought they have been permitted to ſit to finith them, 
One was (as they thought) pleaſing to the Army, that 
care might be taken for the payment of their Arrears, 
They began to aflert their Intereſt 1n the M:[itra, and 
had under their Conſideration an AR for the taking 
away of the Exciſe and new Impyft, and concerning Cuſtoms, 
Tonnage and Poundage after three years. Likewiſe they 
 Vindicated the Peoples Ltberties, by ſetting Overton 
and other Pritoners at liberty, impriſoned by 0lzver, 
and declared againſt the illegality of ſending men away 
to Foreign Plantations, out of the reach of the Writ of 
Habeas Corpus, whereby an Engliſh Subje& could not 
have the benefit of the Law. And a ftri& Bill was pre- 
paring againſt jt, with an intent ro have puniſh'd that 
cruel Jaylor Bark ſtead ; alſo they had ordered an Im- 
*peachment to be drawn up againſt Butler, one of Crom- 
we/l's Baſhaw's, for his many Infolencies Fee upon 
Magiftrates,avd for his breach of all Laws;aad his moſt 
Tyrannical Aftings, equal to any Turkiſh Baſhuw. The 
Committee of Inſpe&1ons alfo brought 1n the State of 
Accounts, Military and Civil.z whereby it-appeared, 
thar the yearly incomes of England, Scotland and Tre- 
bind, were Eighteen hundred ſixty five thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and ſeventeen pounds ; and that the yearly iffues 
amounted to Twa mzllions two hundred and one thouſand 
frve hundred and forty pounds : ſo that there was a yearly 
debt contraed upon the Kingdom of 301 540 /. dou- 
ble the Revenue that ever any King of England enjoy'd. 
Beſides, to maintain the Conqueſt of Scotland more 
than its Revenue was expends 163619 1. Theſe people 
ated fairly and fquarcly, and mought they have fat, 
would have done much good; they gave one another 
no Graruities,nor Offices,nor granted any Money from 
the People, which was more than could have been ſaid 
of any Parliament for a long time before them. 
Fheſe Atings of-rheirs, and-ſeeing.the People be» 
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to -have them in eſteem, cauſed now the Prote&or, 


as well as the Army, to grow jealous of them, as well 
- as of one another, ſo that conſlant Guards were kept 


by Richard and the Army, for fear of one another ; 
and though the Houſe expected a Diſſolution, the 

could nor yer tell which way it would come, ar which 
party to fear moſt : In the mean time they give or- 
der, for the drawing up an AR of Indemnity to quiet 
peoples minds. But on the 22d of April, Fleetwood, 
Desborow, and other chicf Officers, follow'd by a great 
part of the Army, repair to Richard at White- Hall, 
with a Commiſſion ready drawn,and directed to Fien- 
nes for Diſſolving the Parliament, giving him ſeveral 
Reaſons for their ſo doing, but for ſome time he o»- 
ſiinately refuſes, and was adviſed by ſome of his Con- 
fidents to cauſe his Troops to be drawn up, and to ap- 
pear 1n the head of them; but he-.vas fearfull and irre- 
ſolute, and the other party violent and inſolent ; for 
his Uncle Desboy wp told him, that unleſs he would con- 
ſent, they would doe it without him, and fo by threats 
and importunities he ſigned the Commiſſion for Diſ- 
ſolving this Parhament. This is ſent to Frennes, who 
twice ſent the Black Rod to the Commons, who ſcorn'd 


| the Mcſlage, and would not admit him ; but hearing 


there were Guards of Horſe and Foot drawn up in the 
Palace-yard, and that there was like to be a force pur 
upon them, they adjourned themſelves for three days, 
and the Speaker was attended by all the Houſe to his 
Coach, through all the Soldicry. Upon this they cauſe 
the Proclamation, which they had ready for the Diſ- 
ſolving the Parliament, to be publiſhed, and declared 
them Diſſolved : and thus Richard dethroned him{elf; 
and though Fleetwood and Desborow did not think to 
20 ſo far,as utterly rodejeR him, not having yet agreed 
what Government to ſet up ; yet after this was done, 
the more numerous, though 1nferiour Officers of the 
Army would not hear of a Prote&or any more, crying
